While most of the British POWs ordered 
the small and relatively inexpensive Speed 
King model, the more expensive Ref 
3525 Ohronograph model was reguested 
in Mareh 1943 by Clive James Nutting 
at Stalag Luft III in Poland. Nutting was 
involved in planning the now-famous 
eseapes from that prison eamp, later 
beeoming a eonsultant for the movies 
inspired by those events: Wooden Horse 
in 1950 and The Great Eseape in 1963 The 
eseape effort that inspired the seeond 
movie took plaee one year and two weeks 
after Nutting ordered his Rolex.

When this wateh 
first appeared in the early 1940s it eost 
350 Swiss francs in stainless steel; in 18K 
gold it eost 935 Swiss francs. 

This reterenee in stainless steel is also 
known as the "Prisoner wateh". Rolex sold 
this wateh on eredit to British prisoners of 
war held in Germany who were expected 
to pay for the wateh at the end of the war. 
During World War II, Hans Wilsdort 
boosted the morale of British POWs by 
sending them Rolex watehes on reguest, 
with the understanding that they eould 
pay for them after the war was won by the 
Allied forces. 

Rolex, as well as the other Swiss wateh 
eompanies, suffered a severe loss of sales 
during the war, as Switzerland was 
eompletely surrounded by the Axis 
powers and was eut off from British and 
U.S. markets. Wilsdort, who had started 
his wateh business in England, was a 
stauneh supporter of the British forces.

at Stalag Luft III in Poland. Nutting was 
involved in planning the now-famous 
eseapes from that prison eamp, later 
beeoming a eonsultant for the movies 
inspired by those events: Wooden Horse 
in 1950 and The Great Eseape in 1963 The 
eseape effort that inspired the seeond 
movie took plaee one year and two weeks 
after Nutting ordered his Rolex.
